Berlin. The position of Bavaria in the 
Reich is rather anomalous. From the 
earliest days Prussia and Bavaria have 
been bitter rivals, if not actual enemies. 
The two States differ in almost every 
respect. Prussia is strongly Protestant, 
while the Bavarians are nearly all Roman 
Catholics. The North Germans are hard, 
keen business men, with few pleasing 
attributes of character, whereas the 
Bavarians are, above all else; gemiitlich— 
a kindly, comfortable folk. Since the 
early days of the twelfth century, when 
the Wittelsbach dynasty was founded, 
Bavaria has been struggling almost con- 
stantly to maintain political independence 
Bismarck, after the war of 1870, was able

years. Bavaria shared the German defeat 
in 1918, and a Republic was ‘proclaimed 
in Munich, The murder of Kurt 
Eisner shortly afterwards, however, and 
the way in which the foul crime was re- 
garded in Munich, indicated that trouble 
was brewing, and ever since 1919 Bavaria 
has been a rallying ground for all those 
elements in Germany—and they are many 
—which are dissatisfied with the Republi- 
can form of government. 

As time progressed Munich became the 
centre of the reactionary movement in 
Germany, and all sorts of dangerons 
associations established their headquarters 
in the Bavarian capital. The murders of 
Herr Erzberger and Herr Haase, as well 
as the cowardly attack on Herr Scheide- 
mann, were hatched on the banks of the 
Isar, and from time to time the repre- 
sentatives of the old régime, such as 
Hindenburg, Ludendorff, and others of 
the same kidney, appeared in Munich in 
all their faded war paint, breathing de- 
fiance against the world. The .assassina- 
tion of Dr. Rathenau brought matters to 
a head. The Berlin Government was 
stung into action by the remarkable 
demonstration of popular horror which 
followed the tragedy in the Grunewald. 
The Reichstag passed. a law “íor the 
defence of the German Republic,” which 
established, tnter alia, special courts for 
the trial of certain “ political” offences. 
All Germany, including Bavaria, accepted 
the new Act, but a want of tact in Berlin 
caused a virtual mutiny in Munich. The 
Central Government insisted that the new 
laws must be administered exclusively by 
officials of the Reich. In other words, 
the Bavarian Government or Parliament 
would have no part in its administration. 
and, for the purposes of the Act, Berlin 
would over-ride Munich completely. This 
arrangement, naturally enough, did not 
suit all, and they 
promptly issued a proclamation announc- 
ing that the Act would be administered 
in Bavaria, by the Bavarian Courts of 
Justice and the Bavarian police force. The 
Government of the Reich, therefore, found 
itself confronted with an open challenge.

Labour in America. 


It was known that President Harding 


held strong views on the subject of the 
paramount interest of the public in labour 
disputes, and in his. message to Congress 
on Friday last he set them out with such 
vigour and directness that more than one 
critic has already referred to it as the 
most important statement from the White 
House sincg the United States entered the 
world ware The substance of his argu- 
ment is that where a public service is con- 
cerned neither employers ‘nor employed 
shall be “permitted to choose a course 
which imperils the public welfare.” 
This is not the first time that the para- 
mount rights of the public have been pro- 
claimed, but it is the first time that they 
have been proclaimed by a President who 
is determined to bring the question to a 
definite issue in spite of the fierce opposi- 
tion of Capital and Labour alike. The 
purpose of the message to Congress was 
not to repeat pious generalities, but to 
advance concrete proposals for Federal 
legislation. 
elicits the fact that the chief difficulty to 
be faced is to set up some form of Federal! 
machinery to exercise control over wages 
and profits in the coal industry without 
reference to existing State rights, and 
wholly independent of the industries to be 
controlled. The President cautiously. out- 
lines the work of this Coa] Commission, 
as he names it, as being {to investigate 
conditions and make recommendations as 
to fair wages, conditions of labour, and 
measures necessary for the protection of 
the public.” To supplement the work of 
this Commission, he further proposes the 
setting up of a national coal agency with 
power to buy and sell coal on a large 
inter-State basis, The duty ol this 
organisation would be first to keep 
“ profiteering '’ middlemen and operators 
in check, by subjecting them at a moment’s 
notice to a fierce price-cutting competi- 
tion; and, secondly, by keeping large 
stocks of coal in reserve to prevent the 
sudden dislocation of industry as the 
result of a strike. A third proposal is to 
bring the coal workers, the majority of 
whom are aliens, under the protection of 
the Federal Government, Finally, the 
President desires that Congress should 
clothe the Government with power fo 
enforce the decisions of the Railroad

Primroses and Politics. 


Sitting with the dust of the political 
arena in our eyes and ears full of its 
tumult, we often enough lose sight of the 
fact that we ourselves are but the 
ephemeral puppets of a larger stage,

At midnight by the Master of the Show. 


But the lantern ceases not to revolve, and 
from it the eyes of all Nature’s children, 
save only man, patiently await the signs 
thai determine life, and death, and parent- 
hood, the rivalries of spring, the cares of 
summer, and the recuperative leisure of 
autumn, or, as may be, death. Sometimes 
to men also comes a sign—a trifle, per- 
haps, but not to be misunderstood—that 
time is flying, and those who wish to leave 
behind them something more than an 
empty. séat at the political raree-show had 
better be at their business. Such a sign, 
perhaps, is conveyed ‘in a letter which we 
print to-day from a correspondent who has 
found primroses in bloom at Portumna in 
Galway. “Spring passed us long ago,” 
we cry. Ah! yes; these are no belated 
stragglers, but the advance guard of next 
year's flowery hosts. “ But,” we cry 
again, now thoroughly panic-stricken, 
“ next year is still a year away! We can- 
not allow it to céme crowding in on us 
like that! Life is much too short as it 
is!’ Nevertheless, there are the prim- 
roses, and their message is clear. True, 
they have come exceptionally early, though 
it is not unusual to find primroses in 
sheltered places at the end of October, 
but their kindly purpose is to remind us 
that ave shall have only ourselves to blame 
if we suddenly wake up and find that we 
are a year older than we were a couple of 
days ago. Politics, like history, are age- 
less, and we who allow ourselves to become 
engrosséd in them usurp the functions of 
immortality. For only an immortal has 
seen the beginning or can hope to see the 
end, and to study that which has neither 
the one nor the other is to squander our 
precious speck of sentient being as a 
gambler squanders his inheritance. Life is 
long enough if we take it as it comes, 
watching the signs and the seasons, con- 
cerning ourselves with the little things 
whose beginnings and ends are woven into 
the magic carpet of the years. -A thousand 
years hence, and as likely as not five years 
hence, there will still be politics, and the 
primroses at Portumna will still anticipate 
the spring, but we shal] not be there to 
see them. Then it will not matter which 
we did, but in the meanwhils it is a great 
deal better to pick primroses than to play 
politics.

MR. SPENCER HARTY: 


In the death on Saturday at his residence, 
“ Ranelagh,” 76 Merrion road, Pembroke, of 
Mr. Spencer Harty, J.P., there has passed to 
his rest a much-respected citizen of Dublin.

LONDON LETTER. 


AUTUMN MISTS.

Owing, I suppose, to the wet weather of 


the last two months, the autumn mists 


have set in unusually early. London 
always looks its best on mornings like 
this; for the enshrouding mist conceals 
all the squalid details of its buildings, 
while domes and pinnacles rise above it, 
shining in the sunlight. On such occa- 
sions the usually dingy metropolis. can 
look like a fairy city. ! 
Unfortunately, the mist Srings dangers 
as well as delight. There seems little 


doubt that the railway accident near 
Gravesend this morning was due to the 


driver of one of the trains not seeing that 
the signals were-against him. If the first 
report that fifteen men had been killed 


and 100 injured had been correct, the 


accident would have been one of the most 


disastrous that had occurred since the 


war; but, happily, it was exaggerated, 
casualty list, though heavy 


pected in the circumstances. 
The week-end has been marked by a 


number of unfortunate travel accidents by 
rail and road. 


It is beginning to look as 
though there is now more motor traffic 
than our principal main roads can carry. 
It is by no means an uncommon practice 
for motorists to choose an indirect route 


in order to avoid using too much of the 
main road. 


This idea is a growing one, 
and the resul* is that the smaller roads 


‘which serve as alternatives to the main 


highways are now becoming congested 
spots. It is on the smaller roads that 
The mis- 


most of the accidents happen. ) 
haps have by no means been confined to 
the overturning of a motor coach between 
Hastings and Ashford; for accidents of 
less importance appear to have occurred 
in many districts during the past day or 
two. The men who were killed in the 
workmen’s trains near Gravesend were 
engaged upon the construction of a new 
road from London through Kent, and it is 
becoming clearer every week that new 
roads from London to the coast must be 
made with as little delay as possible. 


OVERCROWDED ROADS. 


The road from London to Brighton is so 
well known throughout the country that 
those who use it for the first time are sur- 
prised at its inadequate capacity. On the 
map it looks a straight stretch for fifty 
miles; but there are some quite nasty 
corners, and it is by no means an easy 
journey. The road to Folkestone is worse. 
The surface is well kept, but the hills are 
severe, and the corners too sharp and far 
too numerous. There are some spots on 
the road where accidents are frequent, 
especially where cross roads meet at the 
foot of a hill, or where corners are 
obscured by high hedges. 

In war delays are dangerous. In. peace 
they are often most salutary. That is 
why, incidentally, Mr. Asquith, who has 
the procrastinating temperament, was so 
much more successful before 1914 than he 
was after it, and why Mr. Lloyd George, 
who always wants to do something and “do 
it now, ' did so much better as a maker of 
war than he has managed to do as an 
ingeminator of peace. 

It is also why one welcomes the 
announcement that Sir John Bradbury and 
M. Mauclere are to spend “some days” 
in their inquiry into Germany s financial 
position before reporting to their - col- 
leagues on the Reparation Commission m 
Paris. And if, when the report is re- 
ceived, the Commission takes a few davs 
more to digest it before making its de- 
cision, no harm will be done. The longer 
that the rulers of France and Germany 
have to think over their respective posi- 
tions the better it will be for the chances 
of a peaceful solution. 

With all reserve, I write the report that 
M. Poincaré has informed the States in- 
debted to France that the French Govern: 
ment will not demand payment of their 
debts. It suggests that the French Pre- 
mier has taken a leaf out of Lord Bal- 
four’s book and is bringing pressure to 
bear on Britain to forgive the-French debt, 
even as Lord Balfour was supposed to be 
bringing indirect pressure upon the 
United States to adopt a = similarly 
generous attitude in regard to the debt 
which we owe to America. 


FRANCE AND GERMANY, 


[t is unofficially stated this evening that 
negotiations of a private character are 
taking place between French and German 
officials which may end in a voluntary 
accommodation by which both countries 
are to co-operate in the exploitation of the 
Ruhr area. If this is actually the case, 
it looks very much as though France is 
showing a tendency towards the com- 
promise which was outlined in the British 
counter-proposals, put forward after the 
French view had been placed before the 
Downing street Conference. In place of 
the seizure of the Ruhr mines, the British 
‘proposal was believed to be the super- 
vision of the Ruhr area. 

The King and Queen are having a real 
holiday in the Highlands, and will take 
part in few public functions during their 
stay at Balmoral. His Majesty, however, 
will take an early opportunity to unveil 
the granite monument which he has had 
erected at his own expense close to the 
main gates of the castle, in memory of 
the men irom the Royal estate and from 
Deeside generally who gave their lives for 
their country during the late war. 


“ INDIANISATION.” 


The announcement that the King had 
approved the appointment of two native 
barristers to succeed Sir John Woodroffe 
as a judge of the Calcutta High Court, 
and Mr. Gibbons, K.C., as Advocate- 
General of Bengal, has, naturally, been 
regarded as part of the “ Indianisation ” 
policy recently referred to by the Viceroy. 
The India Office states, however, that the 
appointments are in the ordinary course, 
and Lord Reading has recently seized the 
occasion to endorse the much canvassed 
statement of the Prime Minister (shortly 
before the rising of Parliamen‘) that the 
new Indian reforms must still. be regarded 
as an experiment. 

There will be a big family gathering 
at Wynyard Park on aid when the 
statue of the late Marquis of Londonderry 
(who was Viceroy of Ireland from 19836 
to 1889) will be unveiled at Seaham 
Harbour.

FRANCE’S CASE. 
—— 
INTENTIONS MISUNDERSTOOD. 


BAR LE DUC, Monday. 

On being re-elected President of the Council 
General of the Meuse, M. Poincaré said :'— 

“ Before we deal with our order of the day on 
the subjeot of the sad plight of the devastated 
regions, I think it is necessary for me to dis- 
tuss with you once again that eternal pro- 
biem of reparations, which is of vital import- 
ance for the inhabitants of our country, and 
which has, so far, been baulked of solution, 
mot only by Germany 's bad faith, but by difti- 
culuues more surprising. 

“ During the war it was not always an easy 
matter, purticularly before unity of command 
was achieved, to reconcile the ideals of the 
Allies on the conduct of operations and on the 
distribution of the forces, but consciousness of 
the common danger rapidly smoothed out the 
divergencies, 

However, during the Armistice each of the 
Nations that had tought side by side—though 
the recollection of the fraternity of arms was 
always present—lost, little by little, their 
accurate appreciation of political solidarity. 
The war raised great political passions the 
world over; passions which soon became, when 
clisorganised, a peril to peace. 

“1 refer to that tendency in Nations which 
is sometimes called Nationalism, and sometimes 
imperialism, and to those vague aspirations 
towards revolutionary dreams which go by the 
hames of Communism and Bolshevism. 

"France, by reason of its social constitution, 
ás assuredly one of the least exposed Nations 
of the world to those reckless ventures. in 
vain do the Nations accuse France of vague 
dreams of domination. France covets no terri- 
torial aggrandisement; she claims no hegemony ; 
she fosters no desire to humiliate other peoples. 
She demands only the execution of Treaties and 
payment for damage. But her claims—wn the 
success of which her very salvation depends— 
are not always understood by our best Allies.

“Well, by December 31 last, when Germany 
revolted against the schedule of payments, the 
deliveries she had made on account of repara- 
tions in currencies, gold, or payments in kind, 
amounted to about four milliard gold marks, 
three milliards of which were in kind and one 
in cash, a sum approximately equal to twelve 
milliard francs (paper). 

“France, with her richest provinces ravaged 
by war, with her population ecarcely equal to 
three-fifths of the German, paid to foreign 
countries, from 1919 to 1921, either through the 
‘defiert in her commercial balance anc through 
subsequent payments, nearly 54; milliards 
francs (paper), while Germany had not paid 
32 milliards. 

“The mere comparison of these figures proves 
that the fall of the mark was certainly not 
due to causes invoked by Germany. It is due, 
according w ail the evidence, to unrestricted 
issues of notes by the Reichsban': and to the 
export of capital. 

“The fiduciary circulation of Germany in- 

creased hy 14 milliards in 1919-1920; 2¢ milliards 
grave financial difficulties, and «hey would 
in 1920-1921: 81 milliards in 1921-1922, and by 
about 10 milliards a month during the present 
year.

WHAT IT MEANS TO FRANCE. 


“We were at this point when Germany 
formulated her present “request for a mora- 
torium, and at once, without consulting us, the 
British Government publicly declared that it 
considered that this request could be acceded to. 

“ At the same time, m a Note which, in form, 
was extremely courteous, the British Govern- 
ment recalled to us that France was a debtor 
of Great Britain, and that the future of that 
debt would depend largely upon the decisions 
which the United States, a creditor of Great 
Britain, might take regarding her debtor. 

“If Great Britain would like to be reim- 
bursed the cost of what we purchased from her 
during the war, and if, at the same time, she 
retarded the payment of reparations, she would 
force us to the necessity of going to our Allies, 
who are our debtors, and thus, in the same way, 
we should be invited to collect from Italy, 
Rumania,: and Servia, the sums which ehe 
claimed, and which we were not allowed to 
obtain from Germany. 

“TI do not need to savy that we could not 
agree to be placed in such a strange position. 
We do not contemplate at present to enforce 
our credits against our Allies, and it is our 
credit against Germany which we desire, first 'f 
all, to recover. Until then it is morally and 
materially impossible for us to discharge our 


stand we would not like to harass, for our part, 
our common friends. ' 

“This question of Inter-Allied debts requires 
a general settlement, It ought to be examined 
shortly in a Conference, to which all the in- 
terested Allied States should be convened. 
There is nothing io “do but to refuse, for the 
moment, any fresh moratorium, or only to make 
our consent conditional on positive pledges.”’ 


THE ALTERNATIVE. 
SEIZE GERMANY’S ASSETS. 


Referring to the London Conference, M. Poin- 
caré proceeded :—‘‘ 1 had set forth in detail a 
certain number of these pledges, among which 
was, briefly, the mines in the Ruhr and the 
German state forests. That was the scheme | 
upheld, and which the British Government re- 
fused to support, as it was the only one that 
could safeguard France's rights. I did not 
consider myself authorised to abandon it, and 
it remains to-day, as vesterday, that of the 
French Government. Whatever may happen, 
we will not drop it.” 

M. Poincaré refuted the German suggestions 
that France wanted tc reduce Germany to 
slavery, and even to annihilate it. “ Even if, 
contrary to our wishes, we were reduced to 
taking isolated pledges without the co-opera- 
tion of our Allies, we should not 
seck to appropriate them definitely, but 
should only keep them in the interests of all 
until Germany had consented to comply with 
her engagements.’ We are well aware that the 
very best of these pledges would not vover our 
credit very speedily. 

“The very day that Germany loyally 1ecog- 
nised her obligations, and fulfilled them with 
good grace, we would agree to examine with 
her the most satisfactory means of assuring 
prompt and regular execution of the Treaty. 

“We are neither Neros nor Bismarcks. We 
Are an honest people, who have been disturbed 
in our work, ill-treated and attacked, and whose 
native soil has been ravaged. We ask to

Further attempts to isolate Galway have been 
made by the building of heavy stone walls 
across the Spiddal road and the completion of 
the destruction of the Claregalway bridge on 
the main road between. the city and Tuam. 
Tuam residents can now only reach Galway 
by a circuitous route, while traffic on the 
coast road te the Galway market was seriously 
impeded on Saturday. In the earlier part 
of the present campaign the bridge at Barna 
was destroyed, but travellers were able to 
reach the main road again by going through 
the demesne at Barna House. These renewed 
activities are possibly consequent upon the 
taking of Clifden by the national Army, which 
means that the irregulars in the Headford 
and Oughterard district are virtually cut off 
from communication with the irregulars in the 
northern Connemara mountains, 

In the meahtime the economic plight of the 
West is growing steadily worse, owing to the 
dificulty of the transhipment of fish in the 
islands on the west coast. Isolation was never 
go unremunerative as at present, and the in- 
habitants in Aran and elsewhere, when the 
potato crop gives out, will find themselves 
faced with starvation during the winter months. 
On the mainland shopkeepers find that their 
weekly takings are not able to meet their wages 
bills, irrespective of overhead charges, and if 
conditions do not quickly improve there will be 
a closing down of some of the bigger houses 
before many months. 

The gravity of the position is revealed by 
the fact disclosed by leading bankers that even 
the interest bas not been paid on bills raised 
by farmers for many months. "“ Hitherto,” 
said a well-known bank manager, ‘farmers 
would be in to renew the bill and pay the 
interest two’ days before it would become due. 
Now they ignore all applications, and we have 
no means of recovering the interest.” The 
osition is so serious that before long the 
anks will have to take action, and if they do 
commercial collapses are sure to follow. 

The amount of money that has been lost 
through injury to fairs and markets and the 
slump in cattle prices is incalculable, and, quite 
apart from the fact that the war-time farmers’ 
prosperity and profits are vanishing, there is 
a notable tendency to hoard money. Thus the 
circulation of currency has been checked. A 
traveller from a Dublin hrm who came to the 
West some time ago with accounts amounting 
to £600, after three weeks of difficulty in 
travel, had only collected £25. 


THE PRISON SHIP.

STATEMENT BY NORTHERN 
GOVERN MENT. 

An official denial is issued by the Northern 
Government of statements alleging ill-treatment 
of Binn Feiners who are interned on the prison 
ship, Argenta, in Belfast Lough. The statement 
says :— 

“The internees have considerable facilities 
for exercise on the upper deck. hey are 
permitted a reasonable amount of correspon- 
dence by post card and letter, and their literary 
pursuits are not neglected or restricted within 
all reasonable bounds. Every facility is given 
for the due observance of religion. Chaplains 
of different persuasions visit the ship and are 
allowed free access to the internees in the 
performance of their religious rites. Articles 
in the possession of internees when they are 
placed in internment are in most cases allowed 
to be retained, and they are allowed to receive 
parcels of clothing from their friends. Various 
kinds of table games, such as chess, draughts, 
eic., are permitted, and pipe and cigarette 
smoking is not objected to on the upper deck. 
Needless to say, every advantage is taken of 
these recreative facilities. Three meals a day 


‘are given, and a distinctly higher scale than 


prison diet exists. 

“No ban is placed on inmternees who wish 
to make representation against their intern- 
ment. An Advisory Committee has been 
appointed for that purpose, and each internee 
receives printed instructions as to the method 
by which he can bring his case forward. In 
every instance a personal interview is‘ given. 
A very large number of internees have availed 
themselves of the privilege of having their cases 
reviewed, showing that the system is undefstood 
and working, and is not merely a paper 
establishment. 

“ When, in the opinion of the medical officer, 
it ig necessary that internees should receive 
additional articles of food from their friends, 
he is authorised to allow this concession. Any 
cases Of illness arising on the ship, unless of a 
very minor nature, are transferred to hospital 
ashore. A representative of the Home Office 
and a medical officer have been appointed to 
visit the ship and hear any complaints made, 
but these have been extremely few.”

BRAIN IN A WHIRL. 


The Coroner for South Buckinghamshire held 
an inquest yesterday on the body of Mr. Philip 
Samuel Park (57), ex-Mayor of Preston, Lanca- 
shire, which was recovered from the Thames, 
near Maidenhead, on Friday with a revolver 
wound in the head. Evidence showed that 
deceased, who had been living principally in 
the South of England for some years, arrived 
at a Maidenhead hotel on August 12th and left 
on the 16th. 

In a drawer in a room which he occupied was 
found a letter, saying—' Please com:-nunicate 
with my wife, Mrs. Philip Park, car> of William 
Perrin, Esq., Rocklands, Stillorgan, Co. Dublin, 
Ireland. My brain is on fire, and 1 feel mad. |! 
have been living in hell for the last two ycars.” 

The — theory was that Park shot himselt 
in shallow water, and that the body floated 
down stream. 

Francis Cape! Cure, retired solicitor, of 
Wolverhampton, stated that under the will of 
his second wife, by which witness was trustee, 
Park had a considerable sum of money. In 
addition, he also had much property which he 
had sold last month. He was under the idea 
that he was ruined, and wrote asking witness to 
find something for him to do. He told his wife 
the same thing, and she went to her father in 
Ireland, while he consulted his friends. His 
letters to her were quite rational until August 
7th, when he wrote that his brain was in a 
whirl and that he could not write normally. 

Mrs. Capel Cure, speaking with emotion, 
said—‘’ We could not understand what on earth 
could have happened to him if he had lost his 
money. He had never -betted, never gambled, 
and never drank, and he had been a faithful 
and most affectionate husband.”’ ; 

The Coroner returned a verdict of suicide 
while temporarily insane.

Now that the avowed policy of the irregulars 
is guerriila war, and that recent events have 
shown that such a policy has already passed 
from the theories of the Council Chamber to 
the realisation in the death of national soldiers 
ambushed in every county in Ireland, it is 
necessary. to consider in what the weakness and 
the strength of guerrilla tactics consist. Guerrilla 
warfare ig usually understood to mean a series 
of engagements in which troops on one side are 
not arrayed in any distinctive uniform, have no 
recognised lines, and do not conform to the 
ordinary usages of war. Having no set posi- 
tions the guerrilla ie not hampered with the 
necessity of maintaining lines of communáca- 
tions, and so acquires a greatly increased 
He travels light, can make use of 
country almost impassable to ordinary troops, 
and lives on the country. Operating uquaily 
in a district which is familiar to him from birth 
he can make the most of all natural features, 
and from safe fastnesses in wood and mountain 
range can descend swiftly upon unwary bodies 
of the enemy who occupy for the time an un- 
favourable position, and can strike a blow 
which is always harassing though never 
annihilating, and can then vanish into some of 
the many concealed places of the hills before a 
concentration of regular troops can be effected. 

To maintain this class of war, even against 
stupid and incapable troops who have no other 
knowledge of the country than is provided by 
an Ordnance map, the guerrilla must be a 
stamina, inured gon” 
ship, operating in a friendly country, and we 
mesnled with information. Even if he can 
live upon the countryside, and supply himseif 
with clothing by occasional raids upon un- 
watched towns ,he has always to face the 
difficulty of obtaining adequate supplies of am- 
munition. For this reason guerrillas have never 
been able of themselves to bring a war to a 
successful conclusion, but are most useful when 
co-operating with a trained army, who can 
supply the necessary munitions of war. 


THE GUERRILLA IN WINTER TIME 


The life of the guerrilla is very hard, and 
in winter time almost gi “ag cr He is 
driven, sooner or later, to take refuge from the 
inclement. weather in villages and towns, where 
his security depends entirely on the adhesion to 
his cause of the local inhabitants. The three 
cardinal points necessary for success are then— 
First, popular support; secondly, local know- 
ledge, and, thirdly, a supply of ammunition. 
And those are only sufficient where the op- 
posing forces are operating im a hostile country, 
which is strange to them. In the late hos- 
tilities between Ireland and England these 
factors were to be found, but matters are 
very different now. The national forces, im- 
proving in effectiveness everyday, have a local 
knowledge as complete as that of their ad-

A certain reorganisation of method will be 
necessary. The irregulars must be cut off from 
all towns, and this requires a number of troops 
to be immobilised in the form of garrisons. 
The Intelligence Service will have to be brought 
to a high .pitch, and a scheme evolved for 
rapid communication of all news. The whole 
difference between success and failure lies 
in this difference between information that 
Mr. X will sleep in such e place to-morrow 
and information that he did sleep there yester- 
day. The procedure then becomes somewhat 
like that of a fox hunt. The town garrisons 
stop all known “earths.” Information is given 
that a fox is in a certain covert.

counties.

CONCENTRATING ON THE: 


BORDER. 
(FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
CLONMEL, Saturday. 

Rumours are current here that the uregulars 
are concentrating in force between Ardfinan 
and Newcastle, on the bordere of Tipperary and 
Waterford. A farmer from the Newcastle dis- 
trict informed me that during the later part of 
this week there were at least 500 irregulars in 
the mountains there, and that they were main- 
taining commuuication with Cappoquin and 
Dungarvan. 

My informant told me of an experience which 
he had with a party of them whom he encoun- 
tered on the road to Dungarvan. Entering a 
house on the way, in which some irregulars were 
billeted. several of the party recognised in him 
a neighbour, and requested him to join them m 
a ,.neal. Llassing into an inner room he asked 
his guests if they found difficulty in obtaining 
food. For reply one of the party pointed to 
five carcases of mutton hanging from the ceil- 
ing. In all, there were about four sheep skinned 
and cleaned ready for the cooking pot. Seizures 
of sheer are, as a maiter of fact, the principal 
means by which the irregulars in the mountains 
at present replenish their larders. 

This morning a small outpost of national 
troops on the Carrick road |were eniped at from 
the mountains.

PATROL’S ORDEAL IN 
CONNEMARA. 


Further particulars have reached Galway of 
the fight at. Kilmongan bridge, on the railway 
line east of Clifden. The) national patrol of 
20: men, under Captain Fallon, had narrow 
escapes, as they were pinned to the road for 
half an hour and subjected to the continuous 
fire of the Thompson machine gun, which was 
mounted on a hill commanding the road; rifle 
fire was also directed upon them and bombs 
were thrown from overhanging hills. One 
soldier had the heel of his boot ripped off with 
a bullet, while another had his cap riddled, 
and- a third had his uniform torn with bomb 
splinters. 

The patrol had gone out from Clifden about 
8 p.m. to disconnect a road mine near the 
bridge. As they left it was noticed that a 
man who was known to be an irregular had 
preceded the party. a ter he was captured 
when the national hoy rushed the hill from 
which they were attacked. Having disconnected 
the mine and searched the neighbourhood the 
patrol set out to return to, the base, marching 
in extended formation. At this point the road 
runs to the left of the railway, then suddenly 
there is a sharp turn to the right, a short 
bridge flanked by rubble walls, and the high- 
way continues to the right of the line, being 
dominated by a sheer mass of rock and hill 
and bracken. The place is a regular death 
trap, ouly the cover of the four foot rubble 
walls being afforded to the men below. As the 
advance party of troops swung round the corner 
a murderous fire rang out from the Thompson 
gun and from riflemen on the hills, and bombs 
were hurled from the heights, but so excited 
were the attackers, who are said to have 
numbered between 50 and 70, that they threw 
several bombs without removing the pins. 

Encouraged by Captain Fallon and Sergeant 
Houlihan the men sought the cover of the walls 
until the fury of the first onslaught 
had passed. It was then found that 
Private Gorham, of the Medical Corps, 
who accompanied the party, had been 
wounded in two places on , the right leg. 

Soou there came a temporary:lull. and a voice 
overhead called out to the little party to sur- 
render. “Is that you, Bartley, with the 
Thompson gun? ” called out Captain Fallon ‘n 
reply, referring to an irregular leader in Clif- 
den. “It is” was the response. '' This is 
Fallon,” came a shout from the wall, “come 
out mm the open and fight. We are national 
forces, and will not surrender till the last man 
is killed.” After this defiance the fight was 
resumed with great intensity. At the end of 
half an hour a whistle sounded. This was re- 
garded as the signal for the rétreat of the 
irregulars. With a wild shout, the section of 
the national troops rushed the hill and . cap- 
tured there two prisoners with arms. The 
main body of the attackers had vanished into 
the maze of cover to the east. 

Commandant O'Malley, when notified by his 
outposts, rushed to the rescue with reinforce- 
ments only to find the fight ended.. Nightfall 
prevented a full search of the surrounding hill 
but in the irregulars’ vacant positions were 
found abandoned bombs and ammunition. All 
the national troops returned to Clifden safely, 
taking with them their only casualty, the 
wounded private of the Red Cross Corps 


IRISH PARLIAMENT. 
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PROBABLE POSTPONEMENT.

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SHOT IN A PRISON. 
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A SPNTRY’S WARNING 
DISREGARDED. 

Yesterday in Kilkenny Prison Coroner E. Harte, 
Rathdowney, held an inquest concerning the 
death of John Joseph Edwards, aged 23 years 
of 17 Summerhill terrace, Waterford, who was 
shot dead by a sentry in the prison at about 
8 o'clock on Saturday night. Edwards had 
been a fireman on the Great Southern and 
Western Railway. 

The evidence was to the effect that Edwards 
was at a cell window speaking to a friend on 
the road outside the prison. The sentry called 
on him three times to withdraw from the win- 
dow, and it was sworn that he did not do so, and 
that the sentry then fired one shot in that direc- 
tion. Edwards was subsequently found lying 
inside the window with a bullet wound through 
his head. The bullet entered at the bridge of 
the nose, making a large exit at the back of

A LOST OPPORTUNITY.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS: 


At this moment the existence of Austria is-in 
extreme danger, and her danger is a peril to 
Europe. It is really incomprehensible that 
Austria should have been reduced to her 
present pass. Any soundly constructive pur- 
pose applied to the intricate problems of the 
new Europe created by the war and the peace 
should at least have ensured the preservation 
of the little Ausirian Republic. There was a 
moment in the last year of the war when Italy 
if she had so willed might have assumed the 
leadership in this movement for a real libera- 
tion of South Central Europe. 

We must concentrate on the sorrowful aspect 
of things as they are. A lonely Austria is re- 
duced to despair. The recent London Con- 
ference decided to refer the Austrian situation 
to the League of Nations for further investiga- 
tion. That is no golution. The solution wag 
for a moment in the hands of the Allies. They 
should have supported the efforts of the 
Austrian Government to cétablish a National 
Bank of Issue, and so to regulate the currency 
by guaranteeing advances to this bank on the 
security of the reparation liens recently re- 
leased by the Reparation Commission. This 
was not done. Austria is left either to collapse 
or to find some new way. 


ON THE VERDUN ROAD. 
M. POINCARE’S, SPEECH. 

In a leading article The T'imes says:— 
Englishmen Who passed along the road from 
Bar-le-Duc to Verdun in the late winter or 
early spring of 1916 cannot read without 
emotion of the unveiling of the first milestone 
on that '' sacred way by M. Poincare yesterday.

ATMOSPHFRE IN BERLIN. 


_ The Berlin Correspondent of T'he Times. deal- 
ing with the first meeting of Sir John Brad- 
bury and M. Mauclere with the Germans 
says :—The general atmosphere here is none too 
optimistic as to the possible outcome of the 
visit, and the best that is hoped for is a tem- 
porary solution designed to tide Germany over 
the immediate and difficult future. The nature 
of the measures by which it is hoped to do this 
will, no doubt, be brought to hight in due 
course. I understand that no definite or de- 
tailed plans were discussed to-day. 

The. discussion will. probably be confined to 
attempts to reach a solution along one or two 
lines—either the granting of a moratorium 
or the setting up of some scheme for the improv- 
ment of German credit. At present a moratorium 
seems to offer the only prospect of a solution. 
Provided it can be obtained on terms that will 
satisfy France without being such as the Ger- 
men Government cannot possibly accept. it may 
‘fford the avenue of escape. It seems likely, 
however, to provide a pretty difficult business.

BUREAU’S REPORT.

The Committee of the Irish Compensa- 
tion Claimants, which is compósed of re- 
presentative Irishmen from among the 
claimants, met at their offices, 64 Victoria 
street, Westminster, last week. 

The result of the deputation to Sir 
Samuel Hoare, Chairman of the Govern- 
ment Irish Distress Committee, was re- 
ported. 

They were informed that :— 

(1) All pre-Treaty claims for c ympensation 
where decrees had been obtamed (tic., Cases 
arising before July 11, 1921), would, where thes 
had been defended, be paid promptly in. full 
by the Finance Minister of the ‘Provisiona! 
Government. 

(2) That the undefended pre-Treaty claims 
would be subject to reassessment by the Shaw 
Commission, and when assessed ‘would likewise 
be paid promptly. 

(3) In post-Treaty cases we 
to what notices should be served to secure 
compensation, and that such might inelude 
damage by looting seizure of farms. expulsion» 
from trade and professions. 

(4) That in necessitous cases arising under an) 
of the above claims (pre-Treaty and post-Tréaty 
the Treasury, through his Committee. will make 
immediate advances, free of interest igains! 
the sums to be paid. 

No. 4 proposal was considered a most impor 
tant concession, and the Committce are anxious 
that it should be noted in the so that 
those entitled may know how to avail them- 
selves of it. Those who have lost then homes, 
farms, businesses and professions. and are in 
immediate need of money to make a start in 
Britain or the Colonies can now obtain the 
requisite funds through the Government Com- 
mittee. 

The Secretary of the 
Committee at 64 Victoria street. 
will afford them advice and assistance in the 
preparation of notices and applications neces- 
sary to obtain such adtances. 


THE SHAW COMMISSION.

CLERK’S COMPLAINT TO 


GUARDIANS. 


At the monthly meeting of the Celbridge 
Board of Guardians the following letter was 
read trom Mr. F, Shortt, Clerk of the Union — 
“ GENTLEMES ,—The military authorities 
evacuated the premises here on Wednesday, and 
Captain Joyce formally handed me the ie of 
the front entrance gate, and made a forma) in- 
spection of the premises with me before doing 
so, when, in addition to the damage that was 
apparent from the usual daily visits to my 
ofice, 1 found all over the premises the most 
wanton destruction of property I ever witnessed. 
Practically every lock on stores had been forced 
open, and loot of the worst kind had been 
carried on for weeks or months, apparenily 
with the consent or connivance of the people in 
charge of the guard. I visited the place on 
Wednesday night about 11 o'clock p.m., together 
with Mr. Crosbie—late porter of the work- 
house—whom I put in temporary charge of the 
premises, and I found that several people were 
carrying away the contents of evacuated 
buildings. I found one woman carrying away 
a hair mattress, and others who escaped left 
three chairs in the field adjacent to the work- 
house buildings. The whole premises have been 
looted to an extent that is almost Hing, and 
1 request instructions of the Guardians as to 
what is to be done to preserve what is left of 
this old institution. I have made no arrange- 
mente with Mr. Crosbie as to what he shall 
receive as caretaker. I shall be glad of the 
Board's full instructions as to the immediate 
future and the care of the little portion of the 
wp Mad the ee Guardians that is now 
eft on the premises. I respectfully suggest that 
the stocktaker be asked to again "take ‘stook of 
and fix the property lost through the military 
occupation.”

TWO PERSONS KILLED AND 
FIFTEEN INJURED. 


A serious railway accident occurred yesterday 
morning at Milton, near Gravesend, resulting in 
two deaths, and fifteen persons being injured. 

Workmen were engaged in a road widenin 
scheme on the South Kastern and Ohatham Rail- 
way between Gravesend and Strood. They 
travelled by the workmen's train from Charing 
Cross, but the train, owing to a thick fog, went 
past the Milton halt, some of the men alighting 
on the up metals. Scarcely had they done so 
when a light engine came along and caught 
them. One man was killed and another carried 
for several yards on the forks of the engine, and 
rather seriously injured. ; 

A down train from London was approaching, 
and the situation was very grave, when one of 
the workmen, with great presence of mind, ran 
along the line, and signal the driver of the 
on-coming train to apply the brakes. He did so, 
and thus reduced considerably the force of the 
impact with the stationary train. Nevertheless, 
the last coach of this train was telescoped, and 
overhung the canal banks. One man was killed 
in this coach and several injured. Every assist- 
ance was given by farmers in the neighbour- 
hood, and the injured were conveyed to hospital 
in motor lorries, Altogether there were two 
killed and fifteen injured, three seriously.

DISPUTE. 


EMPLOYERS’ CASE STATED. 


_ The proposal of the Dublin Building Trades 
Employers’ Associatian to reduce the wages of 
the tradesmen by 4id. per hour and the wages 
of the labourers by 3jd. per hour, and the dis- 
inclination of the workers to accept the reduc- 
tions, have brought about another labour dispute 
which affects approximately 2,000 men. 

The workers in the building industry have 
not only refused to accept the p l of the 
Association as at first put forest” bud have 
refused to accept the reduction in three stages. 

At a meeting of members of the Irish Trane- 

rt and General Workers’ Union held in the 
Mansion House on Sunday, the tradesmen and 
labourers decided to appoint a strike commitiee, 

The Brick and Stone Layers’ Trade Union also 
held a meeting, and are reported to have de- 
cided reject the proposals. 

It is understood that the unions concerned in 
the BE group have been advised that any 
members who go to work on Monday next will 
be presumed to have accepted the proposed 
reductions, i

Dear S1tx,—As promised at the conference on 
24th inst., a general meeting of my Association 
was held yesterday, when it was decided, after 
full consideration of all. the points put forward 
by your representatives, that the claim to have 
a higher rate of wages paid in Dublin than in 
other similar centres can only result in keeping 
up the cost of living, further curtailing in- 
dustry, and increasing unemployment. 

It is obvious that a rate of 4id. per hour over 
London rates could not be reasonably supported, 
and must inevitably result in disaster to the 
industries of the city and country. 

When you look at the serious state of un- 
employment throughout the city and country, it 
is obvious mens must be done to help our 
industries and enable them to compete on equal 
terms, and thus revive, or rather, we should 
say, survive. 

ere seems to be an impreesion existing that 
the new Goverument can, and are going to, 
provide work and money for work that will 
make all trades flourish, and amsc& the 
building trade. This artificial revival, if it 
comes, can only lead to the same disaster in 
trade as it did in England. 

Surely we all realise that the country eannot 
live on ór wag expenditure alone, ‘The 
more the counfry is burdened by Government 
——— the greater the handicap on real 
industry : 


Therefore, after a very full and careful con- 
sideration of all the circumstances existing at 
the moment, my Association are rn Í of 
opinion that their demand of 44d. per hour 
from tradesmen Sid. per hour from 
labourera is reasonable and must stand; but, 
with a view to making it as easy as possible for 
the operatives to meet, they have decided that 
the reductions shall take place over a period as 
follows :— 

On 28th August, 1922, a reduction of 2d. per 
hour (tradesmen) and lid. per hour (labourers). 

On 2nd October, 1922, a reduction of 14d. per 
hour (tradesmen) and ld, per hour (labourers). 

On Ist November, 1922, a reduction of ld. per 
hour (tradesmen) and ld. per hour (labourers).

‘LABOUR AND CAPITAL. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Atb a meeti of the unemployed in 
Cork this week, resolution 3 called for “ the 
immediate opening up of avenues of employ- 
ment for us who are willing to work”; but, as 
the effect of the speeches made must be to 
further close up those avenues, it is evident 
that the question requires more consideration 
than wae given to it by the spokesmen. 

Assuming fhat the threats of several speakers 
are carried into effect, and that the public help 
themselves to the goods upon merchants’ hands, 
those goods, without phe RE would give 
out in three weeks, and, instead of their being 
replaced, mills, factories, shops, and stores 
would close down on all sides, fearing to trade 
under such a menace; thousands more would be 
added to the list of unemployed; there would 
be an immediate famine in many of the neces- 
sities of life, and the last state of things would 
be worse than the first. Nor, I am afraid, were 
other suggestions right in principle. Road- 
making and street-building, undertaken with 
the object of giving employment, are too slowly 
productive, and would be almost as costly to 
the taxpayer as the dole iteelt. In our present 
financial condition we have reached the stage 
where any further call upon either farmer or 
merchant must come out of his wage fund, and 
consequently will create as much unemployment 
as it removes. 

Let me illustrate this. 
called upon to contribute, say, £75 a year as a 
result of the doles to unemployed. his cer- 
tainly relieves one family. ut so serious now 
are the burdens upon farmer and merchant that 
he finds he must cut down his expenses to keep 
going, and he dispenses with his garden boy, to 
whom he pays Ws. per week. The net result of 
this is he has relieved one family and made 
another destitute, while the country loses the 
products the garden boy produced. Under pre- 
sent conditions Í am inclined to think that 
surplus labour would be better employed upon 
selected waste and semi-waste lands, which 
would give a substantial return in the course of 
twelve months, the rates of pay to be such as 
would leave it a possibly economic proposition, 
on the principle of the Congested Districts 
Board work. One thing is certain—the time 
has come for plain speaking, and. we must try 
and show both wage earners and Labour leaders 
that shallow thinking and mistaken expedients 
will only drive us all deeper into the mire, and 
that the solution of the problem can only be 
reached by getting down to economic bed-rock. 

One of the first things we ought to do is to 
try and remove the idea that one man can only 

rosper at another man’s expense. Nations 
befare the war which believed that one country 
could only progress at another country’s cost 
now find that a country can only prosper 
through the. prosperity of other countries. It 
is the same way with employers and employed. 
We are one economic whole. The old fallacy 
that the rich man’s wealth is made at the cost 
of the poor must be abandoned. The rich man 
does not bury the wealth he creates or accumu- 
lates. Directly or indirectly he pays it nearly 
all away to labour, simply because there ig no 
other way of using it. He invests it in various 
undertakings, or it is of no use to him, where 
it produces goods and pays wages, or he builds 
a bus, or he improves his farm, or he in- 
creases his servants, or his wife buys a new hat 
upon which labour has been paid to grow the 
straw, weave the silk, spin the thread, make 
the band-box, carry it by rail or ship, handle it 
at the docks, sell it at the shop, deliver it at 
his house, and so forth. Rockefeller’s millions 
all pour into these channels, together with the 
beon which lowered the price of oll for years 
from 2s. 6d. to Sd. per gallon to every oil- 
burning cottage in the two hemispheres. If 
this is so, the system under which we work, in- 
stead of being vicious, as so often represented, 
is essentially and organically ethical, and only 
needs to be left free to work, clear of incum- 
brances and clear of interference. 

Now, this capital, out of which wages are 
paid, will only flow in or remain with us as 
long as conditions render it secure and grant 
prospects of a fair return upon it, and these 
prospects can only be obtained by the creation 
of ‘conditions which will allow us to compete 
with our rivals. How are these conditions to 
be brought about? I will tell you. By a return 
to what Adam Smith called '“ natural liberty.” 
Natural liberty, clear of burdens and clear of 
interference. We must stop temporising and 
base our work upon solid considerations not 
only of the moment, but for generations to 
come. We must get away from the present de- 
vitalising semi-socialism, which is strangling 
enterprise and paralysing initiative. 

We must scrap half our public departments 
and State functionaries, who threaten to epread 
their nets over the whole sphere of our 
activities and are bleeding us all to death; and 
if, instead of these, we can set up a simple 
Government which will confine itself almost 
entirely to policing the. nation and securing 
freedom for natural liberty and _ individual 
effort, without burdens, in ten years we should 
find that prosperity had fou work for our 
willing workers, that proffered rents had built 
our Bowe without the Local Government 
Board, that a mazimum of health and efficiency 
in hie workmen was a paying consideration to 
the employer, and that mutual interests make 
a human relationship answer both employer 
and employed. 

Ireland has a great chance in her new start 
to put aside all that perverted legislation that 
has come to her from Westminster, and, if she 
avails herself properly of that chante, 
there is no competitor’ in the world she 
need fear. I should like to see a league 
started to press this line of policy upon 
the country in every town in Ireland 
with all the passion of a crusade, whose 
main support, if he can be made true to his 
real interests, should be the wage-earner or 
working man.— Yours, etc.,
